To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Chester-le^Street  Rural  District 
Council. 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  for  1 970. 

From  the  statistics  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Birth  Rate  fell  again 
and  was  below  the  National  Average.  The  death  rate  also  fell  slightly 
as  compared  with  1 969. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  tuberculosis  for  the  first  time  as  far 
as  records  show.  This  improvement  cannot  be  claimed  by  any  one 
agency,  but  by  all  concerned  with  improving  living  conditions  and 
standards  of  health.  One  of  the  factors  concerned  has  been  the 
great  improvement  in  housing,  which  has  continued  during  the  year 
with  78  houses  condemned,  218  improved,  as  well  as  299  new  houses 
built  by  the  Council,  and  147  by  private  enterprise. 

Once  again  the  report  of  Mr.  McDougall  the  Council’s  Approved 
Officer  for  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act  is  included. 
This  shows  a great  diminution  in  accidents  reported  as  compared 
with  the  previous  year. 

I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council  for 
their  continued  support  and  help,  and  also  the  staff  of  the  Department 
for  their  efforts  and  enthusiasm  during  the  year.

Cancer 

There  was  a reduction  of  21  in  the  number  of  deaths  from  cancer 
as  compared  with  1969.  Cancer  of  the  lung  continues  to  be  by  far 
the  main  cause  of  death  in  this  group — 27  deaths  of  which  25  were 
males  and  2 females.  Of  these,  1 6 were  under  the  age  of  65  years. 

The  effects  of  continued  propaganda  showing  the  connection 
between  smoking  and  lung  cancer,  and  encouraging  people  not  to 
smoke  will  of  course  will  not  be  apparent  immediately,  but  should  in 
years  to  come  bring  about  a reduction  in  these  figures. 

Coronary  Diseases 

Deaths  from  coronary  artery  disease  rose  again  from  131  in  1969 
to  137  in  1970. 

This  means  that  over  a quarter  of  all  of  the  deaths  in  the  district 
came  under  this  category,  and  gives  a rate  of  3.00  per  1000  population. 

Respiratory  Disease 

There  was  a slight  rise  in  deaths  in  this  group  from  78  in  1969 
to  84  in  1970.  Bronchitis  and  emphysema  were  responsible  for  most  of 
the  deaths. 

Violent  Deaths 

Road  traffic  deaths  fell  from  9 to  6,  and  other  violent  deaths  were 
reduced,  so  that  the  total  figure  showed  a considerable  reduction 

from  23  in  1969  to  12  in  1970. 
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Infant  Mortality 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age  in  1 969 
was  10,  the  lowest  figure  recorded  in  the  district.  Unfortunately  the 
number  rose  in  1970  to  15,  giving  a Mortality  Rate  of  21  per  thousand 
live  births  as  against  the  County  figure  of  1 8. 

Other  Rates  for  1 970  concerning  deaths  of  infants  are  as  follows: 

Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  (still  births  & deaths  in  first  week  of  life, 
expressed  as  a rate  per  1000  total  births)  26.0 

Neonatal  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  under  4 weeks  of  age  expressed 
per  1000  births)  12.0 

Still  Birth  Rate  (Still  births  expressed  per  1000  total  births)  14.0 

Infant  Death  Analysis 

Of  the  15  deaths — 9 took  place  in  the  first  week  of  life.  4 of  the 
deaths  of  children  between  4 weeks  and  1 year  of  age  were  due  to 
pneumonia,  and  could  be  looked  upon  as  preventable. 

Without  further  enquiry,  the  other  deaths  would  be  under  the 
heading  unavoidable.

(2)  Local  Health  Authority  Services 

The  Administrative  County  is  divided  up  into  areas.  Chester- 
le-  Street  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  forming  No.  4 Area.  For  each 
area  a Health  Sub-Committee  has  been  appointed  to  exercise  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Health  Committee,  certain  functions  relating 
to  services  under  the  National  Health  Services  Act,  1 946. 

All  day-to-day  administration  of  the  County  Service  is  carried 
out  by  County  Headquarters.  The  Assistant  County  Medical 
Officer  deputises  for  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  at 
quarterly  meetings  of  the  Area  Sub-Committee. 

{b)  Clinics 

In  the  Rural  District  during  the  5^ear  the  County  Council  had 
four  clinics  which  were  utilised  in  connection  with  local  health 
authority  services  in  the  district.  In  some  cases  the  clinics  held 
in  the  Urban  District  are  more  convenient  for  certain  of  the  rural 
district  inhabitants  so  that  these  have  been  included  in  the  table 
shown.

(/)  Ambulance  Service  including  Chester-le-Street  U.D.C. 

The  Chester-le-Street  Rural  District  Council  is  served  princi- 
pally by  the  ambulance  depot  situated  at  Osborne  Road,  Chester- 
le-Street. 


This  Depot  has  an  establishment  of  1 Depot  Superindentent, 
4 Senior  Drivers,  14  drivers,  with  7 vehicles — five  of  them  are  dual 
purpose. 

There  is  a 24-hour  coverage  from  this  Depot,  but  in  case  of 
emergency,  a service  is  supplied  from  other  Depots.  Overall  control 
is  exercised  by  Central  Control  at  Durham,  whereby  a system  of 
direct  telephone  lines  and  radios,  close  supervision  is  kept  of  vehicles 
operating  in  all  parts  of  the  county,  thus  enabling  any  area  to  be 
reinforced  as  necessary. 

All  requests  for  ambulance  transport  in  the  area  should  be  made 
to  Central  Control  at  Durham  where  a 24-hour  service  is  maintained. 
Telephone  Durham  4488. 

The  following  table  shows  the  work  undertaken  by  the  Chester- 
le-Street  depot  during  the  year,  but  it  should  be  noted  that  these 
figures  will  include  patients  from  areas  other  than  the  Rural  District 
and  that  the  conveyance  of  patients  residing  in  the  rural  district 
is  not  restricted  to  the  Chester-le-Street  Depot,  but  may  be  under- 
taken by  vehicles  from  other  depots  passing  through  the  area.

(/)  Prevention  of  Illness  Care  and  Aftercare 

Under  this  section  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the 
Durham  County  Council  supply  nursing  requisites  on  loan  to  those 
needing  them.  A fee  is  charged,  the  assessment  of  which  depends 
on  income  and  the  type  of  article  borrowed. 

(g)  School  Health  Service 

The  School  Health  Service  is  run  by  the  Durham  County 
Council  from  the  headquarters  in  Durham  City. 

The  Clinics  which  cater  for  the  Chester-le-Street  Rural  children 
are  in  Birtley  and  Chester-le-Street. 

Sessions  are  held  by  Medical  Officers,  the  Oculist,  Education 
Psychologists  and  Audiometricians. 

Routine  medical  inspections  of  children  are  carried  out  in  the 
schools  by  a School  Medical  Officer. 

(3)  Hospital  Services 

The  population  of  the  district  is  in  the  main  dealt  with  by  the 
Durham  Group  of  Hospitals. 

None  of  the  hospitals  is  sited  in  the  Rural  District  but  the 
General  Hospital  and  Highfield  Hospital  are  in  the  adjoining  Urban 
District  of  Chester-le-Street. 

Infectious  Diseases  from  the  district  are  now  admitted  to  the 
Queen  Elizabeth  Hospital,  Gateshead.  Telephone  Low  Fell  875284. 
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(4)  Executive  Council  Service 

The  Executive  council  for  the  county  of  Durham  is  responsible 
for  the  administration  and  general  management  of  the  Family 
Practioner  Services  in  the  District. 

The  Practioner  Services  include  the  Family  Doctor  Service* 
the  Dental  Service,  the  Eye  Service  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Service, 
all  of  which  provide  the  patient  with  the  individual  medical  attention 
that  he  needs. 

(5)  Health  Education 

Health  Education  is  primarily  carried  out  by  direct  contact  of 
Public  Health  Inspectors  with  members  of  the  public  in  their  normal 
duties  of  visiting  shops,  houses  etc. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  Department  co-operated  in  National 
Publicity  Schemes  by  distributing  the  appropriate  posters.  Publicity 
material  in  support  of  the  County  Council’s  monthly  topic  was  also 
distributed  in  the  district. 

SERVICES  UNDER  THE  NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT  1948 
Meals  for  the  Aged 

As  a result  of  a circular  from  the  Ministry  of  Health  & Social 
Security  on  the  organisation  of  Meals  on  Wheels  a report  was  made 
to  the  Health  Committee.  It  was  accepted  that  the  Council’s  Scheme 
was  in  line  with  the  advice  given  in  the  Circular  and  that  no  major 
changes  were  necessary.

An  average  of  1 200  meals  were  provided  each  week. 

The  schemes  have  continued  on  the  same  lines  as  previously 
except  for  some  minor  changes. 

Meals  on  Wheels. 

The  basis  of  the  service  is  provided  by  three  meals  on  wheels 
vans  which  operate  with  paid  drivers  assisted  by  voluntary  helpers. 
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Those  old  persons  (over  65),  provided  with  meals  come  into  the 
following  groups: 

(a)  Housebound 

(b)  Living  alone  (or  alone  all  day,  and  are  sick,  confused  men- 
tally or  so  physically  infirm  that  they  have  difficulty  in  preparing 
or  cooking  a main  meal). 

(c)  Those  in  temporary  difficulty  (convalescent  or  bereaved). 


Luncheon  Clubs 

At  the  end  of  the  year  1 7 clubs  were  serving  meals  to  pensioners. 
Two  new  clubs  started  during  the  year. 

As  has  always  been  the  case  priority  is  given  to  the  old  man 
or  woman  living  alone.  As  the  service  expands,  it  is  hoped  to  take 
in  more  married  couples. 

The  use  of  industrial  canteens  and  school  meals  kitchens  has 
been  reduced  considerably  during  the  year.  The  aim  is  to  provide 
all  meals  from  the  Council’s  own  kitchens. 

Until  this  position  is  reached,  we  must  give  thanks  to  the  firms 
supplying  meals  from  their  canteens. 


Staff  Training 

During  the  year  a series  of  lectures  on  food  hygiene  was  given 
by  Mr.  McDougall,  to  all  the  staff  employed  by  the  Council  in  jobs 
involving  food  handling.  Cooks,  Assistant  Cooks  and  Meals  on  Wheels 
van  drivers  all  agreed  that  the  lecturers  were  very  informative. 


Voluntary  Helpers 

Voluntary  help  is  given  to  Council  projects  by  a large  number 
of  women  in  the  district.  The  number  of  younger  women  helping 
has  fallen  drastically  in  recent  years  through  the  present  day  practice 
of  wives  as  well  as  husbands  having  full  time  occupations.  Fortunately 
the  older  members  of  the  community  continue  to  give  their  time  for 
the  benefit  of  the  more  needy,  and  the  services  have  not  suffered. 

For  all  the  assistance  given  by  the  voluntary  helpers,  the  members 
of  the  Council  have  repeatedly  expressed  thanks  during  the  year. 
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Holidays  for  the  Aged 

Once  again  (1970  was  the  fourth  successive  year),  a party  of  pen- 
sioners was  sent  for  a holiday  in  Southport. 

There  were  619  applications  for  186  places.  The  criteria  used 
in  selecting  the  persons  to  go  were  age  and  length  of  time  since  last 
holiday. 

The  holidays  covered  a period  of  four  weeks,  approximately  50 
being  sent  each  week.  The  last  party  had  their  holiday  in  October, 
but  the  weather  was  kind,  and  in  spite  of  time  of  year  an  enjoyable  time 
was  had  by  all.

Piped  water  is  supplied  throughout  the  district  by  the  Newcastle 

& Gateshead  Water  Board;  South  Shields  & Sunderland  Water  Co.* 
or  Durham  County  Water  Board. 

The  Companies  themselves  keep  a constant  check  to  ensure 
that  the  water  supplied  is  pure  and  wholesome.  The  Council’s  Public 
Health  Inspectors  do  an  additional  check  by  submitting  samples  to 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination.

Water  Consumption

Rural  District)  showed  little  change  as  compared  with  1 969. 

Total  consumption  averaged  47  gals,  per  head  of  population, 
of  which  31  gals,  were  for  domestic  purposes. 

(2)  Water  Abstraction — River  Wear 

At  the  beginning  of  1970  a scheme  was  put  forward  by  the 
Sunderland  & South  Shields  Water  Company  to  extract  water  from 
the  River  Wear,  Chester-le-Street.  The  report  proposed  that  a station 
be  erected  on  the  edge  of  the  Wear  just  upstream  from  Lumley  Bridge* 
Water  would  be  pumped  from  here  to  Treatment  Works  situated  to 
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the  East  of  Lumley  Village  from  whence  it  would  be  distributed  in 
the  Sunderland  & South  Shields  Water  Area. 

The  Board  proposed  to  apply  to  the  Northumbrian  River  Auth- 
ority for  a licence  to  abstract  20  million  gallons  of  water  daily.  When 
the  river  flow  was  below  30  million  gallons  a day  there  would  be  no 
abstraction. 

After  due  consideration  the  Council  felt  that  to  abstract  water 
when  the  flow  was  below  50  million  gallons  a day  would  cause  the 
river  to  become  a health  hazard,  and  it  was  decided  to  insist  on  this 
as  a minimum  level. 

(3)  Public  Cleansing 

The  service  continued  satisfactorily  during  1 970. 

(4)  Inspection  of  the  Area  by  Public  Health  Inspectors 

Again  nuisances  under  the  Public  Health  Act  have  been  largely 
abated  by  persuasion,  it  being  necessary  to  serve  two  formal  notices, 
40  informal  notices  were  served. 

(5)  Petroleum  Consolidated  Act,  1928 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  the  responsible  figures  in 
connection  with  this  Act. 

Fifty-four  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  storage 
of  228,640  gallons  of  petrol.  One  licence  was  issued  for  the  storage 
of  2,230  tons  of  calcium  carbide.  One  licence  has  been  issued  for 
50  gallons  of  naphtha.

SECTION  E 

INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  AND  FOOD 

PREMISES 

During  the  year,  a number  of  cases  came  to  light,  of  perishable 
foodstuffs  being  sold  to  the  public,  after  the  date  stamped  on  the 
wrappings  by  the  manufacturer  had  lapsed. 

This  date,  which  is  often  in  code,  indicates  the  day  after  which 
the  food  cannot  be  guaranteed  to  be  in  a satisfactory  state. 

When  the  date  is  in  code  the  retailer  may  be  unaware  of  its 
meaning  and  quite  innocently  sells  out  of  date  products. 

Continual  checks  were  made  during  the  year  by  the  Inspectors  in 
order  to  detect  such  occurrences. 

The  only  answer  to  this  problem  seems  to  be  the  use  of  a stand- 
ardised method  to  indicate  these  dates.
